According to f w e m a ient rqwrta, 

the drawinif oflT of larffp numbers nf 
nu n for work in miinition factories 
and for the army and navy already 
has created a serious labor shortage 
for Sffrirnltnrnl work which ran only 
ho nta'lo up by the cmiiluyuient of 
women, oboerves a I/mdon mrrr- 
Biwnilcnt. That this is inevitable 
is proTCfl by the experience of Rn^'- 
land, wlinre Imlay it is mandatory to 
I'Tnploy at Ic.isl 70 per (cnt of fe- 
male lah<jr in all industrial plants, 
and where the need for the nae of 
women to woilc on fsms and the 
adaptab lity of tractors for use by 
women have been demonstrated. 

That women in Great Britain are 
now operating tracton waa brought 
about by an organisatton known sp 
tlic Woman's legion, headed hy the 
marchioness of lA^ndondcrry, whicli 
baa been tmining women to operate 
theas liihghilise Under the auspices 
of the Woman's legion a large num- 
licr (if tractorH are now Kcinp used in 
the counties of Rutland, Hampshire, 
Worcester and NofthunptOBshlre. 
The tractors pnll foor bottoms and 
plow from live to six times the acro- 
ago done hy a team in the pame time. 

American women in various parts 
of the United Btaias sic now operat- 
ing farm tractors.
